Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because it does not require the particular 
limitation of the proximal guidewire exit for access the guidewire lumen as recited in the 
subcombination. The subcombination has separate utility such as by itself, which would 
not require the combination as claimed for patentability.
